Cremona Has Big Gas Flow 


According to the report given out 
by Canadian Delhi Oil Ltd, and Bri- 
talta Petroleums of Vancouver, the 
wildcat well being drilled in the 
area west of, Cremona has made 
one of the mést significant gas dis- 
coveries in Alberta so far this year. 

The Calgary Albertan reports the 
discovery was made at Delhi Bri- 
talta Winchell Coulee No, 1 well, 
Which has been drilling in the foot- 
hills belt for the past several 
months, The well tested 5,236 feet 
in the Cardium sand and received 
gas in two and a half minutes, 
building up to 3,000,000 cubic feet 
daily at the end of the 45 minute 
test. The gas flow was still increas- 


ing at the end of the test, according | 


to an official of Delhi. Top of the 
Cardium was 5,246 feet. 

Throughout the test there was a 
steady spray of distillate or light 
oil. Recovery consisted of 130 feet 
of distillate, between 50 and 60 de. 
grees A.P.I. 

The well will core 
feet and test again. 

The venture is being drilled by 
Delhi on a 39,640 acre farmout from 
Britalta, Delhi puts up drill costs 
for a 50 percent interest in land and 
well, while Britalta holds the re- 
maining 50 per cent. 

“The discovery is an important 
contribution to Alberta's gas re. 
serves,” according to Smiley Ra- 
born, vice-president and manager 
of Delhi, He said Delhi's engineers 
estimated the open flow potential

at the well at 10,000,000 cubic feet 


daily. 

Canadian Delhi is the sponsor of 
Trans Canada Pipe Lines, who pro- 
pose to build a $302,000,000 gas ex- 
port line from Alberta to Montreal. 

The Winchell Coulee well was 
originally scheduled as a Madison 
test around 10,000 feet. Officials of 
Delhi have not yet decided whe. 
ther the well will now continue 
down to the Madison after testing 
the Cardium or if another well will 
be drilled nearby to test the Madi- 
son and other formations. 

The foothills belt of Western Al- 
berta, in which the Winchell dis- 
covery was made, is considered by 
geologists to be the most potential. 
lv promising gas area in western 
Canada, Gas finds in the foothills 
belt so far include Jumping Pound, 
Turner Valley, Shell McKid and 
Bailey Olds east of Didsbury. The 
deep drilling in the foothills belt 
has resulted in only a small amount 
of activity so far, and much of it 
is still considered virgin territory.

Last Friday night Premier E, C 
|Manning announced a record Al- 
| berta budget of more than $116,000,- 
}000, When he presented his 1952-53 
} estimates to the provincial Legisla- 
ture. 

A surplus of $279,300 was estimat. 
ed with no new taxation. 

Premier Manning estimated ex- 
penditures at $116,576,970 compared 
With $93,969,610 in the 1951-52 fiscal 
year. Revenue was estimated at 
$116,856.270 compared with $94,223, - 
090, The $279,300 surplus compared 
With $253,480 last year, 

Oil revenue was estimated at 
$38,300,000, an increase of $12,393.. 
000 over the 1951-52 year. The total 
includes $12,000,000 from Crown Re. 
serves, $10,300,000 from oil royalties 
and $12,500,000 from fees and oil 
lease rentals.

FOOT AND MOUTH 
DISEASE CONFIRMED 


| The Department of Agriculture 
has officially announced that the 
cattle disease recently reported 
from Regina under the name ‘vesi- 
cular stomatitis’ has been offically 
| diagnosed as foot-and-mouth dis- 
| ease, Conclusive evidence in sup- 
| port of this diagnosis was reported 


exact nature of the disease, action 
was taken to prevent 
This consists of: 

1, Quarantining all premises on 
Which the disease was known or 
suspected to exist. 


2. Establishing a quarantine area 
consisting of all municipalities in 
Which the quarantine premises were 
located and a number of adjacent 
municipalities. 

3. Prohibiting the outward move. 
ment of livestock from stockyards 
in Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
Which might have received animals 
that had been near infected ani- 
mals or premises, In some cases 
this prohibition included the ship- 

| ment of meat. 


The purpose of the Quarantine 
Orders was to prevent the possible 
spread of the disease to premises 
which were not infected. As a pre- 
caution the quarantine applied to 
a much greater area than that in 
which the known or suspected cases 
were found, 

In addition, all known move. 
ments of livestock outward from 
the area, prior to the issue of the 
Quarantine Orders, were traced and | 
all possible animal contacts were | 
examined for symptoms of the di- 
sease. Special precautions have 
been taken to examine live stock 
arriving at stockyards and being 
slaughtered at packing plants to de 
| tect symptoms. 

Now that the disease has been 

| definitely identified as foot-and- 
mouth, vigorous and immediate ac- 
tion has been taken to stamp it out, 

The action consists of the destruc- 

tion of all animals known to have 

had the disease or to have been in 
any Way in contact with possible in- 
fection. 

All animals destroyed will be cre. 
mated or buried deeply or otherwise 
disposed of so as to completely el- 
iminate the disease organism. All 
premises known or suspected to 
have been contaminated will be 
cleaned up, disinfected, quarantin- 
ed and kept under close observation 
for a sufficient length of time to} 

make sure that there is no living 
virus of the disease left. 

All necessary action to extermin- 

ate the disease will be taken at the 
expense of the Government, and all 
owners of livestock will be fully 
compensated for the values of the 
janimals destroyed, Wherever it is 
necessary to take over premises or 
| equipment to facilitate the work of 
exterminating the disease, the own. 
er of such equipment or facilities 
will be paid reasonable compensa: | 
tion. 

Since it is impossible to foresee 
all of the difficulties which have 
to be dealt with, it is expected that 
emergency authority will be given 
to the officers of the Department of | 
Agriculture to take whatever action | 
may be needed on the spot. 

Such authority will be exercised | 
mainly by the Veterinary Director | 
General, but all members of his 
staff and other officers of the De. 
partment who may be assigned to 
duty with the Health of Animals 
Division will be responsible for car: | 
rying out their respective parts of 
the program and they may exercise 
authority where necessary, 

Since measures which must be 
taken to stamp out the disease will, 
to some extent, interfere with the | 
normal commercial movement of 
livestock and meat, special mea- 
sures may have to be adopted to 
prevent the accumulation of sur. | 
plus products in one area while 
shortages may prevail in another. 

There may also be problems in 
connection with prices of livestock, | 
costs of transportation and such | 
other matters which will have to be | 
kept under constant view. No spe: | 
cific announcements can be made 
in this connection at present, 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has been fully inform- 
ed of developments to date and will 
be kept informed as time goes on, 

Transport companies, packing com- 
panies, livestock marketing organi. 
zations and others whose normal 
activities may be affected will be 
kept informed as to what must be 
done, 

Special efforts will be made to in 
form farmers and others affected, 
in the quarantine area as to exact- 
ly what procedures are being adopt: 
ed, why they are necessary and 
what the people should do to facili- 
tate prompt extermination of the 
disease, 

Questions have been asked as to 
how foot-and-mouth disease could 
have been established so far in-

Noles From the D.A. 


(By Hugh McPhail) 

Last fall I quoted Mr. J. S. Mac. 
Lean, president of the Canada Pack. | 
ers, as predicting lower beef prices, | 
and Mr. Shaw, Dept. of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, as predicting declining | 
pork prices. 

The following is a similar opin. | 
ion from a well-known economist: 

A sharp jump in meat production, | 
with resulting lower prices for pork | 
and beef by 1953, was forecast by | 
Dr. E. C. Hope, economist with the | 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture. | 
Speaking at the Federation's an. | 
nual meeting, he told delegates 
that the beef cattle industry, both | 
in Canada and the United States is 
building up to the point where it 
is ready to start a substantial up- 
swing in marketings. This increase | 
may come in 1952 or possibly not | 
until 1953, But once the marketings 
increase they will rise for four to 
six years and prices for beef will 
fall sharply compared with the 
prices of other farm products. 

The drop in prices will be accen. | 
tuated, he said, should industrial | 
emplayment slacken in 1953 or 195! 
and the marginal producer will be 
squeezed out. 

Dr. Hope cautioned farmers that 
it is a risky time to shift out of 
dairy cattle production into beef. 

In the opinion of Dr. Hope the 
Canadian hog industry might well 
be in a difficult position by 1953, 
unless an export market opens up 
with Britain. 

Prices for eggs are expected to 
ease this year, as egg production 
will increase by about 15 per cent 
over last year. 

As far as the dairy industry is 
concerned Dr. Hope forecast in- 
creased prices but lower production.

VOLUNTARY BLOOD DONORS 
STILL URGENTLY NEEDED 


A warning that there will be an 
ever-increasing demand on the Can. 


was issued by Dr. D.I. Buchanan of 
Edmonton, provincial medical dir- 


vice, when he reported the year's | 
progress in this service to the 37th | 
annual meeting of the Society held 
in Edmonton ‘February 21 and 22. 


“We must expect and be prepared 
for heavier committments next 
year, and for economy in staff and 
operation expenses, it is essential 
that the maximum donor response 
should be obtained in the two larg- 
est centres of population, Edmonton 
and Calgary,” he said. “Every effort 
should be made to enrol new donors 
in the larger cities and towns with 
donor enrolment regarded as a ma- 
jor project and adequate funds 
must be made available for this 
main Red Cross activity.” 

Dr. Buchanan reported that dur- 
ing 1951 voluntary blood donations | 
amounted to more than 40,000, a| 
figure representing more than the | 
combined population of Lethbridge | 
and Medicine Hat, j 

Mobile clinics in the northern part | 
of the province accounted for 56 
per cent of the donations received, 
with a similar percentage in the | 
southern region, From Edmonton, | 
the cooperation of the | 
RCAF and Canadian Army, the Red | 
Cross repeatedly undertook one 
of the most distant mobile dono: 
clinics in the world, to Whitehorse 
Y.T., where this year 600 donations 
were received. 

Of the total donations received, 
some 70 percent were administered 
directly as matched blood. Six hun. 
dred and fifty-nine plasma pools 
were prepared representing 3,295 | 
tins of dried plasma. During the | 
year, 2,405 tins of plasma were is. | 
sued on demand to the various hos- 
pitals, many of which are in isolat- 
ed areas where plasma must be av. 
ailable at all times for emergency 
use until whole blood, if also re. 
quired, can be sent by the most ra 
pid route.
